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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1 and 2, drawn to a method of killing cancer cells, comprising 
administration of an effective amount of a c-FLIP inhibitor in the absence of other 
cytotoxic agents. 

Group II, claim(s) 3-15, 45 and 46 drawn to a method of killing cancer cells 
having a p53 mutation, comprising administration of a c-FLIP inhibitor and a 
chemotherapeutic agent. 

Group III, claim(s) 29-44, 47 and 48, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition for 
the treatment of cancer, wherein the composition comprises a c-FLIP inhibitor 
and a chemotherapeutic agent, a kit comprising said composition, and an RNAi 
agent against c-FLIP. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature recited in Claim 1 is a method of killing cancer cells, comprising administering a 
c-FLIP inhibitor. In view of this Mitsiades et al. (Blood Vol. 99, pp.2162-2171 , 2002) 
reads on the claim. Mitsiades et al. teach the treatment of myeloma cells with CHX and 
BIM, which down-regulate c-FLIP, results in decreased cell survival (see Figure 7). 
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Therefore the technical feature recited in claim 1 is not novel. Accordingly the groups 
are not so linked as to form a single general concept under PCT Rule 13.1 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

If Group II or III is elected, Applicant must elect one species from the following: 
• Chemotherapeutic agent: thymidylate synthase inhibitor, platinum 
cytotoxic agent, topoisomerase inhibitor, 5-FU, oxaliplatin, or CPT-11 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
